In fairness to the IPDC. steps alrcady^liavt^ been 
jinnounced t o help matters. One of the most 
" lfiiporlant_js me accision to aire a professional 
administrator lo^try lo pry some pei-formance from 
,— or replace lackadaisical agency staffers. 

But the problem cleaiiv gcK's far deept'r than 
that. - - 

It can be simply staled lhis wayr-'Who regulates

The governor as chief executive can appoint new 
commisstoners but esin't tell them what to do. 

Only the legislature, through its power of the 
purse, has any real bold over the agency. 

Hut the legislature is ill-suited lo serve as an 
eiiecutive imlicemaii by grabbing, say, a golfing 
ins|)ector by the sci iiff of Ihe neck and the seal of 
the pjuils, ' And- it cannot ensin-e good 
administration by passing, new legislation. 

The only other legislative remedy, culling Ihe 
flow of funds lo Ihe agency, would only ensure 
needed I'egulation is nol accomplished. 

The best short-run solution is to encnui'age lougb- 
minded luiblic perfoniuinee audits of the agency 
The audits could lit-handled either by the exii'utive . 
.or legislative aiidiloi;.s 

Perhaps such pillilic auilils could succeed in 
morlifying the agency into action. 

Failing that, the only allernative would be to 
bring the agency "back inlo polllics" by placing it' 
dii'ectly under the governor, — 

The agency will have to sii aighten itself out or be 
straightened out by someone else. The regulators 
cannot remain unregulated.

There are obvious chni iea in 
Uie man who. once was Itnown 
us i.he Willie ' Hoilso "tounh 
guy."

"doing a lot of thinking." 
Outside the snow was falling.
